When Rachael Cassidy wenttomeet———The last day she was there she saw 


her boyfriend’s family over Christmas, 
little did she know the eyes of the 
world would be focused on where she 
was going. 

Cassidy, a Boyne City High School 
graduate and a fourth-year interior de- 
sign student at Michigan State Univer- 
sity, and Rut Wattanasak, an MSU 
graduate who works at the National In- 
stitute of Health outside of Washing- 
ton, D.C., arrived in Thailand Dec. 16. 
She returned home on Jan. 6. 

Cassidy said that, unlike traveling 
at home or even in Europe, while she 
wa8 in Thailand, she couldn’t under- 
stand anything.“The newspapers and 
televisions were foreign, so she relied 
on people to tell her what was going 
on. : 
“T asked, ‘What’s going on?” and 
they said, ‘A tsunami has hit,’” 
Cassidy said. 

She was in Bangkok when the tsv-

“On the beach in the morning,

On the spiritual level, Tai Chi takes a - 
person from an ego, judgement based reality to a reality 
of clarity, awareness and compassion.

Tai Chi improves balance, exercises every joint, muscle 
and tendon in the body, improves flexibility, muscular 
strength and fitness. This form of moving mediation also 
helps relieve and manage stress, calms the mind and re- 
laxes the body. Overall, it is said to improve the quality 
of life.

At the East Jordan plant, employe¢s currently focus

The Fire Trader magazines they produce feature 
everything from high pressure nozzles, to search’ and 
rescue lights, to new and used trucks. 

Williams, who was born and raised in southern 
California, said trader magazines are very popular in 
the region and he believed they would grow into.an 
effective marketing tool for the company. They also let 
fire departments advertise older equipment that has 
been replaced or is na longer needed. , 

“We were finding a lot of times.some of the alder 
stuff was better than what other departments were 
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currently using,” Williams said. “By developing this, 
it let departments advertise their old stuff and other 
companies started to buy it. 

“(The magazines) are also a great way to advertise 
our own products,” Williams added. “When a trader is 
about 40-48 pages, I'd say three to four of those pages 
are us.’ 

The East Jordan ‘ici also manufactures helmet 
shields and decals, which are handsewn, take-out 
molded, stamped and designed by.employee Olin 
Halbert, who produces about 100 a week. The 
company is one of only a handful in the United Statés 
which produces the shields. Surprisingly, fire shield 
key chains are probably its best seller, Williams said. 

As for Williams, his interest in fire fighting began 
when he was only a teenager. 

“It all. started when I was about 
16 and our house caught on fire,” 
Williams said. “T grabbed a garden 
hose and put it out. Ever since 
then, I’ve been hooked.” 

Williams soon became involved 
as a fire explorer in California, 
before joining the military and . 
serving as a damage control man, 
which is basically a ship’s 
firefighter, as well as a rescue 
swimmer. Williams was also 4 
firefighter for the U.S. Forest 
Service and was amember of the - 
‘Bast Jordan Fire Department for 
four years while he began building 
his companies. - 

Williams’ current position as 
president and CEO not only~- 
“requires him to oversee daily 
operations, but also lets him travel 

to various trade shows across 
America promoting the compa- 
nies’ products and publications. 
The closest trade show is in 
Roscommon, however, Williams has travelled to 
shows in New Orleans and Denver. 

Besides developing the plant into an assembly line 
for fire trucks, Williams also hopes to draw in some 
tourists interested in the trade~He already has plans to 
turn an out-of-date fire truck into a display desk i in the 
main entrance.

But five members who joined the eight-member 
board in December 2004, want to review other options 
for the property and may look at expanding the present 
library at its location on schoo} property. 

Board president Sara Schroeder said recently that ex- 
pansion of the library needed more review by the board 
and involvement from the community. Schroeder re- 
placed Chris Curtin as president in a board vote on Dec. 
8, 2004. 

All members agree that the 10, 000: square-foot library 
is too small for the district it serves, which includes the 
City of East Jordan, and Echo, Eveline, Jordan, South 
Arm and Wilson townships. A total of approximately 
20,000-square-feet is needed.
